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REVIEW 


Overview 


The experimental GSP trend estimate in 1989-90 prices, grew by 1.7% 
in the September quarter, This was the largest quarterly increase for 
any State and well above the growth rate of final demand. 


The trend unempicyment rate for South Australia has declined from 
10.0% in January 1995 to 9.3% in January 1996. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia at January 
1996 was 1.5% higher than the level of twelve months ago. 


The value of non-residential building approved in December was $36.1 
million, a 9.3% increase from the previous month. 


The trend estimate for private sector house approvals decreased 1.9% 
in December 1995 continuing a decline which started in August 1994. 


Merchandise exports in December 1995 increased $150.7 million 
(47.4%) to $468.6 million from November. Increases were recorded in 
cereals and cereal preparations, up $57.1 million to $87.4 million and 
metals and metal manufactures, up $21.4 million to $64.8 million. Im- 
rts into South Australia during December 1995 were valued at 
271.7million, an increase of 12.0% on November. 


The trend estimate for the total value of housing finance commitments 
(excluding alterations and additions) for December 1995 continued tc 
increase rising by 1.5% from November and was 9.4% higher than De- 
cember 1994. 


There were 1,000 working days lost through industrial disputes in 
South Australia in November 1995. 


The trend estimate for private new capital expenditure in South Austra- 
lia for the September quarter 1995 was 12.9% lower than June quarter 
1995. 


The South Australian trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations 
in January 1996 increased 1.4%. This is a continuation of trend in- 
crease which commenced in October 1995. 


The trend estimate of retail turnover in South Australia increased by 
0.1% in December 1995, continuing the easing of the growth rate since 


April 1995.

NOTE: Deficiencies in the data sources used Lo estimate gross operating 
surplus for recent quarters may al times lead to the current price estimates 
of Gross State Product(I} being under or over stated for particular States. 
Consequently, the measured growth rate for constant price GSP(I) for 
those States will also be affected. 


The constant price series for Gross State Product (GSP) have been labelled 
as ‘experimental’. Users are cautioned that these estimates are derived in- 
directly by calculating a deflator from the expenditure components. It is 
emphasised that, at times, movements that can not be fully explained may 
be introduced into the constant price GSP(1} series through the use of this 
proxy deflator. 


The Gross State Product (GSP) trend estimate in current prices for the Sep- 
tember quarter 1995 rose 1.6% from the previous quarter to be 4.3% above 
the estimate for the September quarter 1994, 


The main factors contributing to this increase were wages, salaries and 
supplements (up 1.8%), and indirect taxes less subsidies (up 3.7%). 


The experimental GSP trend estimate in 1989-90 prices, grew by 1.7% in 
the September quarter. This was the largest quarterly increase for any State 
and well above the growth rate of final demand. 


By contrast, the trend estimate for State Final Demand (SFD) in constant 
1989-90 prices decreased by 0.7% in the September quarter to a level 0.8% 
above that of the September quarter 1994. 


STATE FINAL DEMAND - TREND 
(CONSTANT PRICES) 
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Although private final consumption expenditure increased by 1.2% in the 
September quarter, private gross fixed capital expenditure fell by 9.5% due 
mainly to decreases in capital expenditure on equipment and dwellings. 


Public final demand fell by 0.9%, due to falls in government consumption 
expenditure and public gross fixed capital expenditure. 


Experimental estimates of real Gross State Income {real GSI) 4.e. GSP(I) 
rose by 1.4% in the September quarter 1995. The larger increase in con- 
stant price GSP than in real GSI is due to the decline in South Australia's 
terms of trade, which fell by 0.7%.

Merchandise exports for the month of December 1995 were $468.6 mil- 
lion, up $150.7 million or 47.4% on the previous month. The export com- 
modity groups recording significant increases on the previous month were 
cereals and cereal preparations, up $57.1 million to $87.4 million and 
metals and metal manufactures, up $21.4 million to $66.8 million.

The value of merchandise imports into South Australia during December 
1995 was $271.7million, an increase of 12.0% on November 1995 and an 
increase of 23.1% on December 1994. 


Consumption and Investment 


Retail Turnover 


The trend estimate of retail turnover in South Australia increased by 0.1% 
in December 1995, continuing the easing of the growth rate since April 
1995. Over the past three months the trend estimate has grown by $5.0 
million of which $6.9 million was attributable to the food retailing group, 
$4.0 million to clothing and softgoods retailing, $2.5 million to the recrea- 
tional good retailing group. Strong growth in these groups has been 
partly negated by the decline in other industry groups with the largest de- 
creases of $3.7 million in the hospitality and services group and $2.6 mil- 
lion in household goods. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of retail trade in December 1995 de- 
creased 0.5%. In original terms, South Australian retail turnover was 
$1,024.4 million, an increase of 8.7 per cent on December 1994.

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The South Australian trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in 
January 1996 increased 1.4%. This is a continuation of trend increase 
which commenced in October 1995, The seasonally adjusted estimate for 
January 1996 decreased by 7.0% from December 1995 and by 5.7% from 
January 1995. 


In original terms there were 2,823 new motor vehicles registered in Janu- 
ary 1996, a decrease of 20.5% from December 1995. For new passenger 
vehicles, the leading makes registered in January 1996 were Holden (570 
vehicles), Ford (517), Toyota (296), Mitsubishi (271) and Hyundai (141). 
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When the September quarter 1995 is compared with the September quar- 
ter 1994, caravan parks capacity increased by 2.2% from 24,240 to 24,779 
powered and unpowered sites, on-site vans and cabins. The number of 
site nights occupied increased by 6.7% from 535,374 to $71,511 and the 
site occupancy rate rose from 24.0% to 25.1%. Accommodation takings 
rose by 10.8%, from $5.6 million to $6.2 million, with the average takings 
per site night occupied increasing from $10.51 to $10.91. 


The trend estimate for private new capital expenditure in South Australia 
for the September quarter 1995 fell 12.9% from the previous quarter and is 
a continuation of trend decline which commenced in the March quarter 
1995 witha fall of 12.8%. The fall recorded for South Australia was higher 
than for any other State while the Australian figure rose by 0.1%. The 
South Australian total for the quarter now represents 4.5% of the Austra- 
lian figure. 


Production 


Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the September quar- 
ter 1995 was $360 million, a decrease of 27.3% from the June quarter 
1995. Buildings and structures accounted for $70 million, and equip- 
ment, plant and machinery $290 million. 


Dweiling Approvals 


Dwelling Commencements 


The December 1995 trend estimate for private sector house approvals fell 
20.1% cantinuing its decline which started from August 1994, The trend 
estimate for the total number of dwelling units approved in South Austra- 
lia dropped 4.7% in December. The December 1995 figure was 42.8% 
lower than the December 1994. 


The number of dwelling units approved in original (unadjustcd} terms for 
South Australia in December 1995 was 434, a 17.6% decrease on the previ- 
ous month. 


The national trend estimate for the total number of dwelling units ap- 
proved in December 1995 was 0.6% lower than for November, and 29.8% 
lower than the December 1994 estimate. In original terms, South Australia 
represented 5.0% of the Lotal dwelling units in Australia during December 


1995, 


The total number in original terms of dwelling units approved in Australia 
was 8,837, a decrease of 31.8% from 12,963 in December 1994. 


DWELLING UNITS APPROVED 
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The steep fall in the number of new dwelling units commenced in South 
Australia over the 9 months to June 1995 was almost halted during the 
September quarter 1995. The estimated number of new dwelling units 
commenced during the September quarter 1995 was 1,735. This com- 
pares with a corresponding decline for the September quarter 1995 of 
7.8% nationally.

Consumer Price Index 
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In South Australia the value of non-residential building approved in De- 
cember was $36.1 million, a 9.1% increase from the previous month and 
was 0.3% lower than the December 1994 value. In December 1995, South 
Australia contributed 5.5% towards the total value of Australian non- 
residential building approvals of $659.1 million. 


The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during the 
September quarter 1995 fell 33.0% to $267.1 million, the lowest since the 
March quarter 1987. The fall was largely confined to the non-residential 
sector, for which commencements returned to the more typical level of re- 
cent quarters. 


The total value of building work done during the September quarter 1995 
fell 13.4% to $293.4 million and compared with an increase of 0.9% 
nationally. 


At the end of September 1995, building work yet to be done in South Aus- 
tralia was valued at $330.6 million, down 4.7% from the previous quarter 
compared with a decrease of 5.2% nationally. Work yet to be done in 
South Australia comprised only 3.6% of the national figure at the end of 
September 1995 and was 1.13 times the work done for the September 
quarter 1995 compared with 1.27 times nationally. 


In the September quarter 1995 engineering construction work done in 
South Australia fell by 29.9% (11.1% nationally) to $141.8 million, the low- 
est for 3 years. The fall resulted in the South Australian share of the na- 
tional total falling to 4.3%. The value of work commenced during the 
quarter also fell by 29.0% to $135.3 million or only 2.7% of the national 


For the December quarter 1995 the Consumer Price Index (all groups) in- 
crease of 0.8% for Adelaide was the same as the average for the eight capi- 
tal cities. The annual increase for Adelaide was 4.4% while, nationally con- 
sumer prices increased 5.1%.

House Prices Between June and September quarters 1995 the Price Index of Established 


Houses and Project Homes in Adelaide decreased by 1.1% and 1.2% re- 
spectively. Over the same period, prices for established houses and pro- 
ject homes in Australia rose by 0.2% and 0.8% respectively. 


In Adelaide over the twelve months to September quarter 1995, there was 
a price decrease of 2.9% for established houses and a decrease also for pro- 
ject homes, of 1.0%. Nationally, for the twelve month period, established 
house prices recorded no change, while project homes rose by 2.0%. 


Labour Force and Demography 


Population At 30 June 1995 the estimated resident population of South Australia was 
1,473,966, an increase of 964 during the quarter. The increase for the year 
ended 30 June 1995 was 4,595 persons (0.3%), while the national increase 
was 215,588 persons (1.2%). The continuing low growth rate for South 
Australia is attributable to large net outflow in interstate migration of 
1,846 persons which is offset by a net inflow of overseas migration of 770 
persons and natural increase of 2,040. Both net overseas migration and 
natural increase were substantially lower than for the March quarter. 


Employment The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has declined 
from August 1995 to January 1996, following a general increase between 
January 1995 and August 1995. The January 1996 estimate is 1.5% higher 
than the level of twelve months ago. 


In January 1996, the trend estimate of employed persons in Australia was 
2.8% higher than the level of twelve months ago. The employment esti- 
mate has been increasing since February 1993. In the twelve months to 
January 1996, full-time and part-time employment have increased by 2.9% 
and 3.6 % cent respectively.

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The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has declined from 
10.0% in January 1995 to 9.3% in January 1996. Over the same period, the 
trend uncmployment rate for males has decreased from 10.8% to 9.9%, 
while the rate for females has decreased from 9.0% to 8.3%. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RATES

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The trend estimate of the unemployment rate in Australia has decreased 
from 8.9% in January 1995 to 8.5% in January 1996. 


The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
November 1995 was 14.3% compared with 17.5% in November 1994. 


There were 1,000 working days lost through industrial disputes in South 
Australia during November 1995. At 1.5% of the national total (68,700) 
South Australia experienced the lowest level of industrial disputation of all 
mainland States. 


In the twelve months to November 1995, 17,400 working days were lost 
due to industrial disputes in South Australia.

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During November 1995 an estimated 8,752 short-term overseas visitor ar- 
rived in South Australia, a rise of 31.7% on October 1995, and 3.8% on 
November 1994. The South Australian share of the Australian total for No- 
vember 1995 was 2.7% . 


SHORT TERM ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES 


The number of short term departures of South Australian residents in No- 
vermber 1995 was 7,295 a decrease of 25.3% on October 1995 and a de- 
crease 10.7% on November 1994. The South Australian proportion of the 
Australian total for November 1995 was 3.6%. 


Average Weekly Earmings 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time 
adult employees in South Australia rose from $614.60 in May 1995 to 
$616.50 in August 1995. Male full-time ordinary time earnings increased 
from $640.20 in May 1995 to $641.60 in August 1995, while the compara- 
ble level for females increased from $561.80 to $562.10. 


Between May 1995 and August 1995, the trend estimate of average weekly 
total earnings of all employees in South Australia decreased from $516.00 
to $515.30. 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels.

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Over the 12 months to December 1995, the weekly award rates of pay in- 
dex for full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.4 per cent. 


For full-time adult male employees, the largest annual movement of the in- 
dex occurred in the electricity, gas and water supply industry division, 
with an increase of 3.5 per cent. For full-time adult female employees, the 
largest annual movement of the index occurred in transport and storage, 
with an increase of 2.4 per cent. 


The December 1995 trend estimate for total valuc of commitments (ex- 
cluding alterations and additions) for South Australia maintained its up- 
ward climb, increasing by 0.3% from the November estimate and 9.4% 
higher than December 1994, 


SECURED HOUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
TO INDIVIDUALS (ALL LENDERS) 
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Total housing finance commitments in original numbers (including altera- 
tions and additions) decreased by 1$.5% in December 1995 and were up 
3.0% on December 1994. Although the refinancing component declined 
10 $49.6 million in December it was still approximately double the figure 
for December 1994. Alterations and additions fell by 23.4% to be 7.2% of 
total new lending commitments. 


Finance commitments for construction of dwellings fell by 23.9% in De- 
cember continuing the pattern of the previous twelve months of being sig- 
nificantly below the equivalent month of the previous two years. Finance 
commitments for the purchase of established dwellings, the largest cate- 
gory, were down by 10.6% to $148.4 million in December and down by 
3.4% compared with December 1994. Commitments for the purchase of 


Personal finance commitments decreased 13.3% to $176.8 million during 
December continuing the decline from the peak of $233.5 million reached 
in June 1995. 


Total personal finance commitments under fixed loan commitments de- 
creased by 4.2% to $116.9 million during the month, 2.8% down on the 
previous year. Sales of used motor vehicles and station wagons, the largest 
category under fixed loan commitments, decreased for the fourth consecu- 
tive month with a fall of 9.4% to $34.8 million during the month, 2.9% be- 
low December 1994. Sales of new motor vehicles and station wagons also 
decreased during the month, falling by 0.6% to $12.1 million, 28.1% lower 
than December 1994. 


Commercial Finance

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Personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilities fell by 
26.8% to $59.9million during the month, 10.4% above December 1994. Se- 
cured personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilities de- 
creased by 44.1% and unsecured by 11.6%. Unsecured is 27.3% above De- 
cember 1994,

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Commercial finance commitments increased by 47.5% to $720.1 million in 
December compared with the November figure, and 32.1% higher than 
December 1994. ~ 


The major increase was for commitments under revolving credit facilities 
for property and business services with an increase of $207.5 million dur- 
ing December. Commitments under revolving credit facilities for manufac- 
turing also reported a big increase of $70.1 million during the month. Ag- 
riculuire, forestry, fishing and hunting decreased by 74.7% to £7.2 million 
following the big increase in the previous month, 


Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilities decreased by 
0.7% to $301.7 million during December but were 19.5% above December 
1994, The main decrease was for agriculture, forestry, fishing and hunting 
which fell by 35.7% to $31.6 million after the high figure recorded during 
November. Manufacturing increased by $21.0 million to $37.3 million. 


The value of goods under new finance lease commitments increased dur- 
ing December by 22.3% to $25.7 million compared with the previous 
month and was 11.9% above December 1994. 


The main increases were for lease commitments for new heavy trucks, agri- 
cultural machinery and equipment and electronic data processing equip- 
ment, all increasing significantly for the second consecutive month after 
low figures in October, Lease commitments for manufacturing equipment 
increased by 61.0% after the low figure in November. 


New and used motor vehicles and station wagons not subject to deprecia- 
tion both decreased, by 12.8% and 20.6% respectively. The other major de- 
crease was for office machines with a fall of 59.6%.

Australian Business Expectations 


The Composite Leading Indicator (CLD is a single time series produced by 
aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been developed 
by the ABS as an experimental series to supplement existing forms of eco- 
nomic analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of economic 
indicators and is designed to help in the detection of turning points be- 
tween successive expansions and contractions of economic activity but 
does not attempt to forecast the level of economic activity. 


The main features of the Australian September quarter 1995 data were: 


@ a fall of 0.36%, the fourth consecutive fall since the September quarter 
1994 peak.. However the rate of fall eased from 0.65% in the June 
quarter. 


the turning point in the CLI is coincident with the last turning point in 
the reference series; deviations in the trend growth rate of GDP{A) 
from its historical long-term trend. 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Austrafian Economic 
indicators (1350.0). 'The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in the Sep- 
tember 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators (1307.4). 


Surveys of business expectations have been available to decision makers 
for a number of years from several sources. These surveys provided quali 
tative indicators in the form of the net proportion of businesses expecting 
a rise of fall in future business conditions. Since the December quarter 
1993, the ABS has been compiling a quantitative indicator of business ex- 
pectations in the form of an expected weighted aggregate change in a 
range of economic variables. These data are available on a quarterly basis 
in Australian Business Expectations (5250.0).

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The Mining Industry in the South Australian Economy

Introduction 


Mining commenced in South Australia when the first 
settlers began quarrying stone and digging clay for 
bricks for building materials. Silver-lead was the first 
metalliferous mineral to be discovered and mined in 
South Australia. The mineral was found in 1841 at 
Glen Osmond. Copper was discovered soon after at 
Kapunda in 1842, with further discoveries of copper 
at Burra in 1844. Copper became very important to 
the State, at a time when South Australia was facing 
severe financial difficulties. 


Gold was discovered in South Australia at Echunga 
in 1852, with further discoveries being made to the 
end of the nineteenth century in places such as the 
Barossa, Waukaringa, Woodside and = Tarcoola. 
These discoveries generated some interest. however 
the findings were smail compared with world stan- 
dards, and quickly faded. During the 1960s and 

1970s, rron-ore was the major mineral industry, 
however the only discovery of the mineral has been 
in the Middleback Ranges, on upper Eyre Peninsula. 


Today South Australia is the largest producer of ura- 
flim concentrate, and the second largest producer 
of natural gas and liquefied petroleum gases. Other 
major commedity contributors to the mining indus- 
try in this State are coal, copper, iron ore, gold, lime- 
stone and opal. 


Mineral Production 


The total production of the mining industry in South 
Australia in 1993-94 was valued at just over $1,000 
million. The value of metallic mineral production in 
1993-94 was $301 million, an increase of 5% from 
the previous year. In 1994, the Mines and Energy 
Department, South Australia reported the produc- 
tion value of the oi] and gas sector to be $631 mil- 
lion, the non-metailic mineral sector production to 
be $33 million and the estimated value of opal pro- 
duction to be $40 million‘. Coal production in 
South Australia in 1993-94 was valued at $57 
million’. 


Contribution to Gross State Product (GSP) 


The mining industry has historically been very im- 
portant to the South Australian economy but in re- 
cent years its contribution has declined. In 1993-94, 
the mining industry in South Australia contributed 
2.3% of the GSP at factor cost (net of indirect taxes 
and subsidies), a decrease from the 1983-84 contri- 
bution of 3.6%. Nationally, the contribution of the 
mining industry to the Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) was 4.3%. The contribution of the mining in- 
dustry in South Australia has slowed compared with 
the combined finance and insurance and property 
and business services industries which has increased 


from 6.4% of GSP in 1983-84 to 11.4% in 1993-94. 


The contribution of the mining industry to the GSP 
($667 million) is comparable with that of the com- 
munication industry ($660 million). There is a dif- 
ference in the make up of the contribution. The 
contribution of the mining industry consists of 78% 
gross operating surplus, with the remaining 22% be- 
ing wages, salaries and supplements, while the con- 
tribution the communication industry consists of 
50% gross operating surplus and 50% wages, salaries 
and supplements. 


Total wages, salaries and supplements paid for the 
mining industry in 1993-94 was $148 million or 
0.9% of the State total, The contribution of the min- 
ing industry to the State total of wages, salaries and 
supplements paid has been decreasing since 
1987-88 .

While the contribution of mining to GSP has de- 
clined in recent years in South Australia, royalties 
paid by the industry have fluctuated. In 1993-94, 
royalties paid to governments were $89.3 million, an 
increase of 23% from 1992-93.

Earnings 


Average weekly total earnings for full-time adult em- 
ployees in the South Australian mining industry at 
May 1994 were $796.10. This was made up of total 
ordinary time payments of $698.90 and overtime of 
$97.20. At the Australian level, total earnings were 
$1.080.10, 36% higher than the South Australian av- 
erage. The mining industry had the highest level of 
earnings of all industries for both South Australia 
and Australia. The graph below shows comparisons 
berween the mining industry and selected other 
industries,

Exports and Imports 


Exports from the mining industry are an important 
component of current South Australian exports, and 
export potential. Exports from the South Austrahan 
mining industry have been increasing. In 1994-95, 
the South Australian mining industry recorded a 9% 
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increase in exports from the 1993-94 figure of $245 
million. The proportion of total exports attributable 
to the mining industry increased from 6.3% in 
1993-94 to 7.0 % in 1994-95 This is in contrast to 
total exparts to overseas destinations from South 
Australia, which decreased 2% to $3,825 million in 
1994-95 from the 1993-94 total of $3,890 million.

Exploration 


In 1992, the State Government began the South Aus- 
tralian Exploration Initiative, an exploration pro- 
gram aimed at attracting mining companies to the 
State. Exploration techniques used were airborne 
geophysical surveying, bedrock identification and 
deep drilling, mineral and petroleum databases, 
geological map preparation, petroleum seismic and 
a coal review. The program was completed in June 
1995, with no further expenditure expected +. The 
area covered by the airborne survey ram over 
the three year period was 330,000 square kilometres, 
which is approximately 33% of the State. 


Mineral exploration expenditure for South Australia 
in 1994-95 was $21 million, a decrease from 1993-94 
of 20%. In addition the Mines and Energy Depart- 
ment reported that $45 million worth of petroleum 
exploration had been undertaken in the State during 
1993-94. Mineral exploration expenditure had been 
increasing previously, possibly due to the expendi- 
ture by the State Government*.

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Research and Development 


Research and development is particularly important 
to the mining industry. In the past, most mineral 
deposits located were those which were close (o the 
surface and easily identified. However, as these are 
mined out, it has been necessary for the mining in- 
dustry to develop techniques for extracting metals 
which are deeper, as well as exploration techniques 
to more clearly identify possible sites and to reduce 
costs and increase the possibility of a discovery. 


The research into extraction methods has enabled 
companies to return to sites which had previously 
been abandoned due to technology restraints or be- 
cause they were uneconomic using current technol- 
ogy, but which new techniques have again made 


viable. 


The expenditure of all industries in South Australia 
on research and development was $161.9 million in 
1993-94. The South Australian mining industry ex- 
pended $2.3 million on research and development 
in 1993-94, 1.4% of total research and development 
expenditure for the State. The manufacturing indus- 
try was the only industry to spend more, with 78% of 
total expenditure’. 


Fhe Environment 


Environmental expenditure by mining companies in 
South Australia during 1993-94 was $3 million. The 
expenditure was of a current nature. Current expen- 
diture is defined as expenditure to operate or main- 
tain plant and equipment to abate pollution, 
payments to contractors to remove and dispose of 
waste, cosis associated with wind and water erosion, 
on-going site rehabilitation, regular sampling tests, 
related research and development expenditure, as 
well as outlays on environmental impact assessments 
or audits. 
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The Future of the Mining Industry 


With the Asia-Pacific region experiencing one of the 
fastest economic growth rates in the world, there is 
the potential for South Australia to increase exports 
to this area. The extensive exploration which has 
already been undertaken stands this State in good 
stead to take advantage of this opportunity. South 
Australia is already experiencing growth in mining 
exports, and data at the Australian level show that 
the majority of mining exports (73% in 1993-94) are 
going to the Asian region’.
